colesevelam, sevelamer, DEAE-cellulose, p- cyclodextrin, y-cyclodextrin, 
guanidinoethylcellulose, and DEAE-Sephadex, effective to reduce the side effects 
associated with the orlistat treatment. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 10-15, 17, 18, 20-23, and 25-48 were pending in the subject 
application. Applicants have hereinabove cancelled claims 1, 2, 8, 10-15, 17, 18, 20-23, 
25-30, and 32-48. Claim 31 has been deemed allowable by the Patent Office and is 
pending in the subject application. 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 10-15, 17, 18, 10-30, and 31-47 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as allegedly unpatetable in view of Gregg (U.S. Patent No. 5,883,109). All of 
these claims have been cancelled hereinabove, without prejudice to refilling these claims 
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in a divisional application. Accordingly, the rejection is now moot. Applicants note that a 
divisional application is being filed concurrently. 

Applicants have amended the title to reflect the claimed invention. 

Since all that remains is allowed claim 31, applicants request that all rejections be 
withdrawn and a Notice of Allowance be issued.
